Dear Sir—You have propound-
ed to me as a democratic candi-
date for the Senate, for the nomi-
nation at the primary, certain
questions and my reply to be pub-
lished “‘in our county paper.” The
League, I presume, desired these
questions to be asked. The Lea-
gue shall have my views, for 1
know the members of the League
must be democrats, as only dem-
ocrats have the right to make the
request. My reply is not only for
the League, but to the public. As
a democrat, I reply to democrats
and it will be published, as a pol-
itical paper, by the League, to be
read from a candidate to a politi-
cal office. Then I conclude the
League has a right to know my
political views.

For the first time in the history
of Virginia, our State Constitution
has the following provision: *‘Sec-
tion 62. The General Assembly
shall have full power to enact lo-
cal option or dispensary laws or
any other laws controlling, regu-
lating or prohibiting the manufac-
ture orsale of intoxicating liquors.”
The new Constitution of Virginia
went into effect on July 10, 1902.
Under the above provision the
General Assembly of Virginia
passed the Mann Bill and it went
into effect on April 10, 1903.

Has the “Mann Bill" been ap-
proved by the people of Virginia?
In the fall of 1903, members of
the House of Delegates and one-
half of the Senators were elected
and the General Assembly of 1904,
met in January, remained in ses-
sion two months and the ‘*Mann
Bill" was not repealed and no
move was made to have it repeal-
ed. The Constitutional Conven-
tion was overwhelmingly demo-
cratic; the General Assembly of
1903 was democratic; the Gener-
al Assembly of 1904 was democra-
tic; the democratic party held a
democratic convention in the
spring of 1904 and did not kick on
Mann Bill, as it could have done
and would have done if it so desir-
ed. Now. when no platform has
been adopted by the democratic
party against the Mann Bill, the
Gloucester Anti-Saloon League,”
following the State League, pro-
pounds certain questions for can-
didates to answer, while the pub-
lic generally are accepting the sit-
uation, without any stir.
